Hontreah 
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Students and Students Affairs 

If the annals ot the University ever come to be written, it is 
more than likely that beside the figures 1915 will be entered llie 
fact iJial although memorable in many respects becauiie of the rela- 
tion of the University to the war, this year '^s as r.l<o in..-morablc 
through the unprecedented lack of interest which Iw.^ been iliown 
towards established undergividuale organizations. "Deplorable" 
and other significant adjectives seem to ntand out rvoiywluMc in the 
editorial columns of the Daily since liio lommencenient of this ses- 
sion of unparalleled student indifference to student affairs. The 
apathy shown by the members of the student body lowards the result 
of the Major Club elections which, under ordinary circumstances, 
\vould have been held yesterday, is but another indication of the up- 
heaval which student affairs have undergone in this "vear of years." 
Never before, we believe, has beenshown such an utter disregard for 
the selection of the men who are to represent the major clubs in the 
Students' Council; never before has it been found unnecessary to 
hold five of a possible seven elections through return by accloma- 
tion. While we have been drilling, we have been neglecting the 
other organizations which go with college existence, forgetting that 
after this war is completed (victoriously, as we hope and trust), they 
must continue on their courses with the burden of a period of inactiv- 
ity and neglect hanging heavily upon them. 

It would seem merely chance that some of our organizations do 
not find themselves without an executive head. The presidents of 
the Students' Council, of the Athletic A.ssocialion. the Track, Rug- 
by and Hockey clubs; the Secretary of the Union, and all members 
of the Union. House Committee with two exceptions h-avc been re- 
lumed without opposition. In vain have nominations been called for 
to fill vacant posts on the Canadian Club Executive. All attempts 
to make the Mock Parliament show signs of life h'jvc failed through 
inability to secure the support necessary to a healthy existence. The 
Literary and Debating Society failed to enter a team in the Intercol- 
legiate debate from similar reasons. What a most imposing array of 
deficiencies the chroniclers will have to record for McGill's session 
of 1914-15!
